Cannibalism To Appease Hunger 


HANKOW, Hepeh Province, China,‘ 


June 8.—(#)}—Driven to desperation 
by hunger, some families in famine- 


swept areas of central China are re- 
sorting to cannibalism, according to 
reports received by relief agencies. 
One such instance was reported 
from Macheng, a city 100 miles from 
here, by an American woman, Mrs. 
Esther Franzen, of Minneapolis. When 
a child of destitute family died of 
starvation, the other members of the 
family ate the flesh, the report said, 
in order to sustain their own lives. 
The American woman and her hus- 
band are the only foreigners living in 
Macheng, which is in the heart of the

Conditions in that district were al- 
eviated, somewhat, however, when 
the provincial government subsidized 
rice shops of the city so that the 
rice could be sold to the starving pop- 
ulace at less than cost price.

Port, Burgundy, Many Other Wines 


Beyond Facilities of Home Maker 


This is the third of a series of articles 
on wine and wine making which The Con- 
stitution believes will be of special interest 
to its readers in view of the recent legali- 


| zation of wine in Georgia.—Editor’s Note. 


By W. A. RITCHIE. 

Home vintners of Georgia will find 
to their sorrow that they must re 
strict their wine making activities to 
the “ordinary” wine, and this is due 
to a number of factors. The princi- 
pal one, however, i& the difficulty of 
producing port, Burgundy, sherry, 
champagne and the other popular va- 
rieties. 

Port is undoubtedly one of the most 
popular table wines in America, yet 
it is virtually impossible for the pri- 
vate citizen to produce it in the base- 
ment of his home, or wherever he does 
his wine making. 

To produce an acceptable port wine, 
the vintner must ferment the “must,” 
as the juice of the grape is called, 
down to six or eight degrees of sugar, 
which means down to an alcoholic 
content of three or four per cent. Then 
from eight to ten per cent of brandy 
is added to arrest further fermenta- 
tion. This will give a wine having 
from 14 to 18 degrees’ alcoholic 
strength. 

Must Stand for Year. 

After that process is completed the 
wine must be permitted to stand for a 
year, after which it is racked and 
from two to three degrees more of 
brandy added. Thus, in the course 
of a year or so port wine is gradually 
brought up, or “fortified” to 20 to 22 | 
per cent alcoholic content. 

Unfortunately, home vintners are 
forbidden by federal statute from 
carrying over homemade wine from 
one year to another. Furthermore, 
the Georgia law prohibits the addition 


that in all probability would not prove 
adaptable to raising on Georgia soil. 
Fermentation is speeded up by adding 
several handfuls of gypsum, and on 
top of that the wine must first be 
fermented down to about 8 or 10 de 
'grees of sugar, following which alco- 
hol is added to bring the wine up to 
18 or 20 per cent alcohol. 
Champagne More Difficult. 

The manufacture of champagne is 
an even more difficult process. After 
the wine has gone through its first 
fermentation it is racked off into casks 
and a blend of the juices of different 
grapes is made. The cuvee, as it is 
called, is generally a blend of the 
new wine with some old wine. Then 
the wine is bottled and put in a warm 
place in order to start a second fer- 
mentation. 

At the proper time the bottles are 
stored in cool vaults, where the tem- 
perature is 50 degrees or lower the 
year around and where fermentation 
' proceeds very slowly. The bottles are 
'gradually worked neck downward in 
‘order to bring the sediment, which 
‘forms during the slow fermentation, 
down upon the cork. This is done by 
shaking each bottle once or twice a 
day over a period of four to six weeks. 

Finally, the sediment is “disgorged” 
by removing the cork an instant and 
allowing the sediment to blow off from 
the pressuré of gas in the bottle. The 
bottle is then corked tightly and a 


'erystal clear wine is ready for drink- 


ing. 
Other wines are equally difficult to 
produce, so it is apparent that Geor- 
gians who desire to make wine in their 
own homes will be compelled by ne- 
cessity to confine their activities to 
“ordinary” wine, as it is called.

Not a Vaccine. 

Serum should not be confused with 
vaccine, which is a preparation of 
the germ causing a disease, produces 
a mild imitation of that disease and 
stimulates formation of antibodies in 
the blood to fight it. Serum is the 
liquid part of blood é¢ontaining these 
antibodies, previously produced by a 
vaccination against the disease or by 
a natural case of it. 

The advantages of lyophile (dried) 
serums over the liquid form are mani- 
fold. The liquid products are good for 
only a year or less .nd physicians be- 
lieve they lose potency. It has 
impossible to store up serums from 
one epidemic for the next outbreak. 
The wastage has been as high as 80 
per cent for some snake-bite prepara- 
tions, 

Small hospitals often have to send 
transfusion cases to large cities be- 
cause they do not have typing serums 
to identify the blood group of donur 
and recipient.

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OTTAWA, Ont., June 8.—(UP)— 
Canada’s newest and probably the 
strangest “gold rush” in its history 
is on. 

The vanguard of an army of near- 
ly 1,500 professional and amateur 
prospectors, who will search the 
whole of Canada and its possessions 
in the far north to find where the 
Dominion’s vast untouched mineral 
riches lie, has left for the Yukon, 
scene of many famous gold strikes. 
etween now and the end of June, 
to 00 other parties of gold-seek- 
ers, made up of geological students 


|and laborers, and supervised by ex- 


perienced geologists, will start out for 
the far corners of the country, often 
through virgin territory, seldom _ be- 
fore trod by white men, to find and 
map mineral deposits at the expense 
of the federal government. | 

The hunt will last a year and will 
cost $1,000,000. It is unique in that 
the prospectors will do very little ac- 
tual prospecting and will be unable 

stake claims. It will be more of a 
geological survey. 

No Claims To Be Staked. 

The men will work directly for the 
Canadian Department of Mines, and 
since the department is not allowed 
to stake claims, the gold hunters 
merely will note the location of their 
discoveries and move on to other 
fields. Ultimately, the deposits will 
be “rediscovered” -by independent 
prospectors, or developed by mining 
companies. 

The party just sent to the Yukon 
comprised eight members, Later, when 
all of the parties begin their work, 
about 50 fields scattered between No- 
va Scotia on the east coast to the 
Yukon on the west, will be under sur- 
vey. 

Particular care is being taken in 
the selection of the surveying person- 
nel. Young men imbued with the pio- 
neering instinct will be favored and 
the survey will be considered as a 
challenge to their courage and en- 
thusiasm. 

Other Minerals Included. 

While the work will take in the 
whole range of economically valu- 
able minerals, their activities will 


| be concentrated particularly in areas 
ast 


where geological occurrence is most 
favorable to gold deposits. 
Government officials look at the 
scheme as an excellent means of 
speeding development of Canada’s 
gold fields. Canada is the world’s sec- 
ond largest gold producer and it is 
the opinion of geologists that its pro- 
duction of more than $100,000,000 an- 
nually could be greatly expanded. 
“It is not much of a gold hunt as 
geological mapping,” r. - Charles 
Camsell, deputy minister of mines, 
said in discussing the scheme. “For 
example, the largest number of par- 
ties will go to southern Saskatchewan 
to bore for underground water in the 
dried-out areas. The occurrence of 
minerals will be a secondary search. 
Prospectirz Not Permitted. — 
“There will be no _ prospecting. 
What will be sought are the indica- 
tions of gold or other deposits. When 
these are found and mapped, private 
industry will carry on the prospect- 


'ing and development.

Atlanta’s new city jail, built as a 
Public Works Adginistration project, 
will he formally turned over to the 
city Tuesday following a final inspec- 
tion which members of the city coun- 
cil have been invited to attend, it was 
announced last night by H. T. Cole, 
state inspector for the PWA. 


Construction of the jail has been 
under fire in recent months as the re- 
sult of two sensational escapes. PWA 


officials, however, are satisfied the 
jail meets all specifications and blame | 


the escapes on improper supervision 


of the institution. 


Charges that the building,was im- | 


properly constructed and not suitable 
for a jail were aired before a special 
council committee but no formal ac- 
tion was ever taken by the city gov- 


erning body. Public works officials 
blamed the escapes on the fact that. 
the prisoners who escaped, although | 
known to police as desperate crimi- 
nals, were placed in detentiq@ cells 
instead of the tool-proof cells provided | 
for this type prisoner. 

“We have ironed out all of the ob- 
jections that city officials had to the | 
construction of the jail and the PWA 
will turn the building over to the city | 
Tuesday following a final inspection,” | 
Inspector Cole said. | 

“The inspection will be made by. 
my assistant, M. C. Kollock, and my- 
self and we have invited members of 
the Atlanta city council to be pres- 
ent when the inspection takes place.” 

Alderman Fd A. Gilliam, chairman 
of the special council committee. ap- 
pointed to award contracts on the 
new jail, said he and members of the 
committee would he present at the 
inspection. He indicated there would 
be no opposition from him if federal 
agencies approved the construction. 

Final inspection of the remodeling 
work at the Fulton tower, also a 
PWA project, will take place later 
in the week, Mr. Cole declared.

Underground Stronghold Is 
Built To Withstand 


Month’s Seige. 


MADRID, June 8.—(UP)—Drill- 
proof, blast-proof and revolt-proof, 
are the claims for the massive new 
subterranean vaults of the Bank of 
Spain, where the nation’s gold reserve 
will be stored, 

In addition to the three-billion pe- 
seta reserve, the vaults will hold more 
than eleven billions of pesetas (about 
$1,430,000,000) in silver and nego- 
tiable securities, 

The new vaults, nearing comple- 
tion after three years of work, were 
designed by an American = concern 
which collaborated with Spanich arch- 
itects and engineers who took into 
eonsideration the possibility of attack 
by revolutionists in the nervous young 
republic. 

The result was a system of protec- 
tive devices almost fantastic in their 
novelty. Strict secrecy surrounds these 
devices, but a correspondent inspected 
them on condition that certain details 
would not be made public. 

Far Below Street. 

The vaults lay seven stories beneath 
the surface of the street. Their depth, 
together with the fact that the walls 
are seven feet thick and made of 
armour steel so hard that it turns the 
edge of a chisel, makes direct attack 
by tunneling virtually impossible.

William Allen White Looks Over 


50 Years of American Revolution’ - 


Famous Emporia Editor Traces Major Portion of Expand- 
ed Wealth to Creative Impetus of News- 
paper Advertising. 


(Editor’s Note: Fifty years ago’ 
an ambitious young man known 
as Will White began a newspa- 
per career in Kansas as a print- 
ers devil. Saturday, as William 
Allen White, Emporia publisher, 
author and editor, he wrote of 
what he calls “The American 
Revolution” he has seen.)

EMPORIA, Kan., June 8.—During 
the 50 years since I éntered the news- 
paper business as a printer’s cub I 
have seen the American revolution. 

The newspaper business has been on 
its economic and industrial forefron*. 
It has been the revolution of the ma- 
chine age. It can be traced, year by 
year, first in the growing volume of 
business; second .in the mechanical 
methods of handling the business; 
and, third, in the resources, expendi- 
tures and expansion of American) 
newspapers.

They will create wants and hungers 
which the middle class in America will 
satisfy some way at any cost. So the 
revolution which I have seen, the 
great American industrial revolution, 
cannot be checked by merely clamping 
a gag on the editors and newsmen, So 
long as advertising columns are free, 
American democracy will have those 
seeds of eternal discontent which make 
for progress and tend to temper prog- 


| ress with some kind of economic equal- 


ity, some fumbling for economic free- 
om. 

It has been good to see this revo- 
lution and to be a part of it. Here is 
a red flag that never will be down— 
the auctioneer’s flag. the trader’s, the 
merchant's, the distributor's flag. 

The breath from the unbelievably 
swift revolving wheels and cogs and 
cams of the newspaper press will fan 
this revolutionary flag so long 4&8 
newspapers are printed and advertis- 
ers patronize therm.

Terrific pressure is being brought 
to bear hy organized Jabor in support 
of the Wagner and Guffey bills. They 
will be considered while the country 
is under the threat of major strikes, 
with the soft coal miners leading off 
with plans for a walkout on June 
17. The consensus is that however 
bitterly industry may battle against 
these two measures, congress will find 
it very difficult to resist the demands 
of labor.

White House Speaks.

“T notice in the papers some 
comment and criticism on “The 
Old Maid’ by Zoe Akins, the win- 
ner of the Pulitzer prize play of 
1935, and that Clayton Hamilton, 
who had. served for a number of 
years on the Pulitzer drama jury, 
said ‘The board had passed up 
the finest play of many years— 
“The Children’s Hour’—for 4a 
play which is not original and 
which is merely the transference 
of a novel to the stage.’ 

“T Lave seen no reference in 
the papers to the — of ‘The 
Children's Hour.’ The plot of 
‘The Children’s Hour’ identi- 
cal with the details of the 
Drumsheugh case tried in Scot- 
land a great many years ago. The 
plot is identical. The heroine, 
if one may use the term, was 
Jane Cumming, granddaughter of 
Lady Gordon Cumming.

comprehend these psychological 
curiosities; the world mever can.” 

There have been charges of 
plagiarism in recent days, but 
none is more curious than that 
of the Eighteenth century writer, 
William Lauder, who accused 
Milton of plagiarizing some of 
the best passages in the latter's 
poems. 

In order to prove his case, re- 
counts the Times, “Lauder de- 
liberately interpolated into the 
text of older authors passages 
from Milton. It was _ several 
years before the imposture was 
finally shown up.” 


But no one will accuse Sen- 
ator Borah of plagiarism in the 
use of his latest term of re- 
proach for the New Dealers.

Wimbledon Prospects 


Explains Various Handicaps Faced by Invaders 


at Famous International Matches. 


By Helen Wills Moody. 


LONDON, June 8.—(By Wiréless.)—It may seem extraordinary that 
anyone will travel 6,000 miles or more in order to hit a ball over a 
net on a special patch of green turf, but so it is and as long as people 


are interested in games Wimbledon will retain its intérnational flavor. 


The French tennis championship’ is in a way Wimbledon’s wéather- 
vane, in that the arrow points toward the players who are at the mo- 
ment outstanding. Fred Perry, winner of the French singles title this 
year, is the first Englishman who has éver accomplished this feat, in 


spite of Britain’s nearness to France. 


Perry defeated the handsome German player, Baron Gottfried von 
Cramm, in the final match, which some onlookers say was exciting be- 
cause of the numerous errors made by von Cramm. Which shows that 
impressions of a tennis match are almiost certain to be influenced by | 
the nationality of the observer and his personal preferences. Perry and 
von Cramm will be among the strongést contenders at Wimbledon. 

The victory of Mrs. Hilda Krahwinkel Sperling in the women’s sin- 
gles was not surprising in view of the fact that she covers the courts 
better than any other woman tennis player and has an assortment of 
highly dependable strokes which seldom err. Mme, René Mathiéu, who 
lost the final to Mrs. Sperling, is said to be an improved player.

The very much lower bound of the 
on grass perhaps presents the 
greatest difficulty for the hard court 
player, who is used to a fairly high 
rising ball. Alse, unless the grass 
court is bard and perfect there is the 
business of getting a quick running 
start to contend with. A damp, heavy 
grass court slows up a players foot- 
work tremendously.

which advocates currency devalua- 
tion, and the overthrow of two gov- 
ernfents in 10 days, indicate some- 
thing of the feeling aroused in 
France over the fight to maintain 
the franc at its present value. 
Talk of world monetary stabili- 
zation and the increasing efforts of 
the government to effect economies 
and balance the budget led to raids 
on gold. There is a strong move- 
ment in France for devaluation of 
the franc. This movement is backed 
by the large indusfrial and business 
interests who see in devaluation a 
palliative for the economic crisis. 


The small capitalists, farmers, pen-— 


sioners and salary and wage earners 
are against it, because they are 
aware their incomes do not rise in 
proportion to the rise of prices 
through inflationary measures. 

It was proposed by Premier 
Pierre-Etienne Flandin and Premier 
Fernand Bouisson that the franc 
should be saved by cutting expenses 
and balancing the budget. This 
plan was not popular, as it involves 


both increased taxes and reduction | 


| 


of expenses; and a principal item 
of expense is the Salaries of gov- 
ernment employes, who are numer- 
ous in France. Vital just now are 
military expenses, 

Add to the foregoing situation 
the fact that 1,000,000,000 francs 
in bonds fall due June 15, that the 
budget deficit is 7,000,000,000 
francs, that there is a raflroad defi-

and reduced expenses. 

But the French are realists, and 
therefore know’ some action must 
be taken. They have met this situ- 
ation by drawing gold from the 
treasury, a move which has _ has- 
tened the necessity for drastic ac- 
tion. According to a return of the 
Bank of France issued on June 1, 
but covering the period up to May 
24, it had lost by fresh withdraw- 
als 3,166 million francs, or approx- 
_ imately $205,709,000 in gold. This 
produced only a slight reduction in 
the gold coverage of notes in cir- 
culation, as there was at the same 
time a decrease of 600,000,000 
francs in note circulation, §90,000,- 
000 in private deposits and 3§0,- 
000,000 in treasury and national 
deposit bank accounts. 

But after May 24 the storm 
broke, with gold withdrawals as 
high as 1,000,000,000 francs a day, 
and the number of gold: buyers 
averaging 700 daily. Early last week 
the drain on the Bank of France's 
gold reserve had dropped to 50,- 
000,000 francs a day. Meanwhile, 
nearly a billion dollars of the bank’s 
money had been withdrawn for 
hoarding, or to be sent abroad. The 
situation today is somewhat similar 
to that nine years ago when Poin- 
care fixed the value of the franc 
at one-fifth of its former value. At 
that time, Poincare said the real 
damage to the franc’s position was 
inflicted by Frenchmen who had 
sent abroad §$2,000,000,000_ of 
French capital. 

The panic of the French public 
seemed to be increased by the raise 
in the discount rate, which went to 
6 per cent. Political action was 
then launched, and the ministry of 
Premier Pierre-Etienne Flandin fell 
in its effort to obtain a free hand 
to save the franc and force re- 
trenchment in expenses. 

Following Fliandin’s fall 10 days 
ago, Pierre Laval refused to attempt 
to form a cabinet, and then accept- 
ed the task, only to fail. President 
Lebrun then named Fernand Bouis- 
son, whose ministry failéd on pre- 
cisely the same issue which led to 
the overthrow of Premier Pierre- 
Etienne Flandin—the demand for

It is hoped that most of this land 
can be secured by 1940, which will 
increase in five years the area of

BERLIN.—‘“Every religion lasts 
about 2,000 years.’

Thus spoke Professor Wilhelm 
Hauer, leader of the neo-pagan faith 
movement in the Sport-Palast, before 
an audience of 15,000. His address 
was broadcast by all the German radio 
stations. 

_ Three hours before the meeting the 
gigantic hall was jammed. The inter- 
val between the opening of the doors 
and the appearance of the speaker was 
filled with a concert rendered by a 
band of brown shirts. The band played 
marching tunes and martial music. 
Most people joined in the singing. 
Seven times we. had to rise as either 
“The Watch on the Rhine,” “The 
Horst Wessel” song or “Deutschland 
Ueber Alles” vas played.

Professor Hauer, the acknowledged 
leader of the Pagan movement, is a 
fine-looking man with a big shock of 
white hair. He has a European repu- 
tation as a Bible scholar, studied at 
Oxford, Leyden, Heidelberg and Basel. 
He taught history ‘of religion at Ber- 
lin University and was for a time 
chief of the Lutheran missions in 
British India. 

The professor began by saying that 
nearly all the neo-pagan sects had 
been united and that a great offen- 
Sive on the widest possible front 
could at last begin against the “rem- 
nants of Christianity in Germany.” 

This announcement was cheered. to 
the echo. “We have held hundreds of 
meetings in Germany in the last few 
months. They were attended by thou- 
sands upon thousands of our people 
and we know now,” he said. “that mil- 
lions of Germans are waiting for the 
message of a new faith that will be 
thoroughly German.” | 

Professor Hauer protested strongly 
against allegations that the German 
faith movement was godless or ir- 
religious. The movement, he said, 
was a spiritual force which sprang 
inner development of the 
German people and which was neces- 
sary because it gave expression to 


| their deep religious and moral yearn- 
ing. ‘ 


“We believe in the inherent reli- 
gion will of the German people—that 
is, in an independent religious force 
in the German soul related in man- 
ner with the inherent religious will 
of the whole of the Indo-Germanic 
world.”” He was convinced that from 
the German faith movement a new 
Teutonic morality, racially appropri- 
ate to the Germans, would arise and 
would make them strong and noble.

Search for the Kingdom. 


It would be folly then, to try to 
understand Jesus, the significance of 
His words, and the meaning of His 
mission on earth, without trying to 
understand what He meant by the 
“Kingdom of Heaven on Earth.” 
From the very beginning of organized 
Christianity, every group of Chris- 
tians, no matter how widely they dif- 
fered in creed and ritual, have re- 
peated this petition, in private and 
public worship. Though they have 
been repei.-ing practically the same 
form of words,. they must have had 
a very different conception of the 
nature of the kingdom for which they 
prayed, and the manner of its com- 
ing. This difference of understanding, 
may account for the differences in 
teaching and worship, among those 
who profes:: faith in the same Christ. 


For a long time every effort to 
interpret the mission of Jesus began 
with a definition of His person, who 
He was, and His relation to God and 
man. Having made the definition of 
His person the premise of the argu- 
ment, it was inevitable that the in- 
terpretation of His teaching should 
conform to, and grow out of this def- 
inition. These definitions have been 
wrought into the inherited creeds and 
traditional theologies of our different 


|dom of his purpose, and thus from 
| these expressions of his life, we forn: 
our definition of his personality. This 
/Should be the method, also, of our 
\study of the personality of Jesus. 


Unity in Effort. 


_From this standpoint, it is of the 
first importance to know what kind 
of a kingdom Jesus sought to estab- 
lish on earth, for in the nature of 
the kingdom proposed must be reveal- 
ed the nature of the person who pro- 
posed it. It is inevitable, too, that 
in such a study the question must 
arise of the practicability of such a 
social ideal. If we begin with the 
Premise that the teacher is God, no 
matter how impracticable or impos- 
sible the dream-world which he pro- 
poses, may seem to one’s reason, he 
is compelled to accept it. But in this 
social program which Jésus proposes, 
His followers are not only called 
upon to pray for, but to co-operate 
in its realization. Is it not necessary 
that a sincere petition shall at 
least intelligible to the petitioner, and 
that his effective co-operation in any 
enterprise demands a _ reasonable 
faith in the possibility of its success? 


So it seems to me that one of the 
reasonable questions to raise in a 
Study of this social ideal of Jesus 
would be : “Can thy kingdom come?” 
No one is striving to realize the 
‘Model Republics” or the “Utopias,” 
which have become the classic dreams 
of the past, nor are they praying to 
their authors, for them “to come on 
earth.” These social ideals have not 
only failed to prove themselves to be 
practicable in the modern develop- 
ment of civilization, but they have 
ceased to be attractive as social 
goals. The Kingdom of Heaven must 
Stand the same test. Is it a social 
ideal capable of capturing our imag- 
inations, and enlisting the full tide 
of our enthusiasms? 

Surely that will depend upon a 
clear understanding of what Jesus had 
in mind. If this kingdom is to possess 
the earth. including within its realm 
every phase of life, it will require the 
united effort of all His disciples for 
its realization. So I place my hope 
for a unity of Christians, not in a 
search for a common creed which we 
can all repeat, or in one ritual in 
which we can all unite in worship, 
but in a united search for a common 
understanding of what Jesus meant 
by “the Kingdom of God,” and then

The acquisition of the proposed 
lands will require time. The process 
of determining the land suitable for 
purchase, making the necessary title 
examinations, carrring out the rou- 
tine procedure required for disburs- 
ing the purchase money to the land- 
owners, and actually vesting owner- 
ship of the land in the United States 
government will require several years, 
The territory is large and much of 
the land is in small parcels, necessi- 
tating a large number of transactzons. 

No Condemnation Proceedings. 

None of the land he acquired 
will be secured through condemnation, 
This policy is strictly adhered to by 
the United States Forest Service in 
all its Jand-purchase transactions, If 
the land ia not freely offered for sale 
to the government it remains in the 
hands of its owners. That is why 
vou will find private holdings scat- 
tered throughout national forests, 
Such a policy sometimes makes ad- 
ministration more difficult, especially 
fire prevention work, but the forest 
service has no desire, even to improve 
administration. to acquire lands 
acainst the will of the citizens. It 
true that condemnation proceedings 
fn favor of the forest service appear 
from time to time on court dockets, 
hut investigation will reveal that all 
guch cases are friendly suits under- 
taken for the sole purpose of clearing 
clouded titles.

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The Joy of a Water Garden

|will show that only a small amount 
‘of water has been found necessary 
'to inake these plants grow and bloom 
ag € | naturally and beautifully.

If an attempt is 1 ade to have a 
| small water garden, the proper amount 
and condition of the soil in this pot is 
of the utmost importahce. The best 
\soil for, water nlants is one part of 
| well-rotted stable manure and three 
parts of clayey loam. If it is impos- 
‘sible to find any well-rotted stable 
‘manure, a good substitute for this 
‘is found in , alverized sheep manure. 
'If the pulverized sheep manure is 
'used, about ten to twenty percent 
‘is about the proper proportion. 

| Three or four inches of water on 
‘top of this soil is about the right 
‘amount for the water hyacinths to 
‘grow at their best. These hardy little 
|plants will continue to bloom after 
(they have become established through- 
out the summer and into the fall as 
‘far as frost. They are familiar to 


Their mortality is high and it takes 
most of their time staying away from 
their parents for fear of becoming 
fish food, but it is not unusual for 
them to reach manhood in a small 
lily pond. This spawning goes on jur- 
ing the early spring, from the latter 
part of March and April as a rule. 

The method of laying the eggs and 
fertilizing them is most interesting. 
When the time comes for laying the 
eggs, it will be noticed that the male 
fish are chasing the female about the 
pool madly. This continues until the 
females have laid their eggs. As a gene 
eral rule this is done during the ear- 
ly morning, and is almost finished 
by noon. 

As the female fish dash around the 
poo! driven by the males, it will 
noticed that they rubbed themselves 
against the plants in the pool. It is 
well to have provided water hyacinths 
for this purpose. The eggs are laid 
as the females rub against these plants 
and the eggs attach themselves to the 
roots. The eggs seem to be somewhat 
adhesive and stick tightly to these 
plants. 

It is a good plan to remove the 
water hyacinths from the pond, trans- 
ferring them to another smaller one. 
The eggs will hatch within a few days 
and the little fry will need lots of 
food. Until they are a month old they

It must 
be ‘catchy’ and furnish the editor as 
well as the reader with the headline 
which is most necessary for good pub- 
licity. 

‘Make the first paragraph so at-| 
tractive that the reader will be eager | 
for more detai®&. This is known as | 
the ‘Lead.’ If necessary to ‘cut’ | 
the article, the main facts are not 
lost. It has been said that ‘words’ 
are ‘tools’ so good ones must be 
chosen.”

a critical time for its participants. 
which brewed Celebes’ 
sisted that the souls of the marrying pair might 
take wing through sheer happiness and fly

away, like the birds. 

These wise people had noticed that birds 
may be kept in one spot if they have rice at 
which to pick, so they reasoned that souls, if 
they had power to fly, would relish the earth 
more tf they had a bit of rice at which to pick 
also. Hence the custom of throwing rice on 
the bride and bridegroom so that they should 
not fly away from joy. 

No less poetical is a springtime custom of 
young lovers in the valley of Lonzo, in Italy, 
who seek the concordia to learn if they should 
marry. Ihe concordia is a plant with double 
roots, and each root grows like a hand, with 
five fingers. These Italian peasants unearth 
the concordias roots and if they find them 
united—the two hands joined—they feel that 
is a sign that they should marry. -If the roots 
are not entwined, they deem it an ill omen to 
marry, for-unhappiness would result. 

In the Scotch highlands you will find men 
and women who will shake their heads gravely 
at a young man who chooses a wife on a Sun- 
day. It is lucky to choose a wife on a Sat- 
urday, mind you, or on any other day of the 
week, but Sunday is Heaven's Day, and the 
Good Book itself says that in Heaven there is 
no marriage or giving in marriage. 

Our Scotch lassies are very likely to seek the 
answer to their romantic dreams in ‘the Good 
Book. Another custom is to read the Third 
Chapters of Hosea, Joel and Amos on three

successive Sundays. After that ritual, the first 
unattached man with whom they talk is sup- 
posed to be the Heaven-sent mate, so they may 
govern themselves accordingly. 

The encyclopedia of superstitions is produc- 
tive of many pages of similar beliefs, culled 
from all countries and all periods of time. 

Most of these deal with methods of deter- 
mining who the bride or groom will be. It 
seems that while love is a universal ailment, 
sages of all time lose interest once marriage has 
taken place. 

The Greeks, if they fancy a lady who 
doesn't reciprocate, believe that throwing an 
apple into her lap will soften her affections. 
The origin of the apple charm is easy to trace 
to the story of Eve eating the apple in the 
Garden of Eden. Apples are still called “love 
fruit’ in northern New England. 


Silage ancient Britons believed that every per- 
son who ate of the bride’s cake at a‘ wed- 
ding would dream of the mate destined for 
themselves. Variations of this belief are in 
current practice everywhere. Many modern 
weddings are prepared with care taken to wrap 
pieces of the bride's cake in convenient pack- 
ages so that unmarried guests may tuck it un- 
der their pillow and dream of their own fu- 
ture husband or wife. 

A Swedish bride carries bread to give to the 
poor, so that she may avert misfortune. It is 
very unlucky for the poor to eat a bride's bread, 
however, for that would mean that they took 
another's averted misfortunes to themselves. 

Brides on the Isle of Man carry a pinch of 
salt in their pockets—I'’m sure I don’t know 
why—and the early English bride used to wear 
a wreath of ears of wheat to ensure a fertile 
marriage. 

Maybe you’ve wondered where the habit of 
kissing the bride sprang from. It, too, is Eng- 
lish. and it is based on the belief that anyone 
who can kiss the bride before the husband man- 
ages to do so will have a year of good luck. 

In China, it is unlucky for women to marry 
without first plucking the eyebrows. Any fash- 
ion observer would deduce, from that, that 
American girls keep their eyebrows in perpet- 
ual readiness for marriage.

ogee of the time-tried ways of 
finding out who one’s husband 
will be, if any, are very fascinating 
and very complicated. 

There’s a Scotch one which re- 
quires that a _ love-sick girl find a 
darkened room containing a mirror 
upon which a moonbeam falls. She 
must wait until the moonbeam is di- 
rectly on the mirror, then she eats an 
apple with which she has equipped herself, and 
as she eats it, she gazes into the mirror. Sup- 
posedly, the moonbeam and the apple get to- 
gether and permit her to see the face of her 
true love in the mirror. 

In the old days, Britons went to even more 
ridiculous lengths about this business of learn- 
ing whom they were to marry. It seems that 
the men had more lusty, but rather more ridic- 
ulous, methods of seeking information than 
the women did. 

One stunt was for a spring-struck swain to 
ride a broomstick to a stable door in the light 
of the moon, and knock on the door three times. 
After rapping on the stable door, he had to 
mount his broomstick—the silly—and head for 
the pig-sty, to watch which pig grunted first at 
the presence of a stranger. 

If an old pig grunted, the lad might expect 
that his wife would be rather old and certainly 
ugly.- If a piglet did the grunting, he might 
hope for youth and grace and beauty and all 
the other virtues in his mate. 


HEN there were Romeos in the good old 

days of Queen Bess who took three bites 
out of the mantelpiece—nice, sizable bites, re- 
member—and rushed, with mouth full of man- 
telpiece, out of the door into the night. As 
they passed the door, some voice of super- 
natural power was supposed to announce a 
maiden’s name to them en route. 
_ By the way, the last chapter of Proverbs— 
if one reads the verse numbered with the date 
of the loved one’s birthe——is supposed to pic- 
ture the character of the person you adore. 

Then there’s the stunt of naming the four 
walls of a strange room in which one is sup-

seems. One can confide all sorts of charms to 
a toad, and there’s a toad-stew which, prop- 
erly brewed and rubbed on the fingertips. will 
capture the fancy of any man selected. 

Sleeping with scissors under the pillow is al- 
leged to cut the web of fate in the matter o& 
love and marriage. 

It used to be believed among country wenches 
in England that a person who was fond of 
flowers would never marry. On the other hand, 
charms which require flowers—such as the ta- 
miliar plucking of a daisy’s petals to the tune 
of “‘He loves me, he loves me not’ — origi- 
nated in England, too. So did the legend about 
the reflection of a buttercup on the chin of a 
person signifying that he or she was beloved 
of someone. 

It was claimed by S. Baring-Gould, an 
English writer of the last century, that most 
so-called superstitions were, in their day, very 
logical deductions. His premise was that peo- 
ple, whether they were more or less enlight- 
ened than we of the present day, reasoned with 
the material for reasoning which they had at 
hand, and if they had more fear of the super- 
natural than most of us today, at least they 
knew, probably, quite as much about, the super- 
natural.as we do. The difference was that they 
knew different things than we think we know.

the JUNE BRIDE 


F a simple farmer found charms for such 
deep experiences as love and marriage in 
the earth, it was because the earth was some- 
thing which he knew. and hence he looked to it 
for parallels when a new experience came to him. 
In the Russia of the Czars, Marriage was 
so solemn a step that the bride and groom of 
the old days prepared tor it by tasting for 24 
hours preceding the ceremony. It was consid 
ered very unlucky (for the marriage) to eat or 
drink a mouthful of anything during this period. 
At the wedding itself, the Russians originated 


the custom of lighted tapers—one for the bride 
and one for the bridegroom. The tapers were 
watched anxiously, for whichever one burned 
out first foretold whether the bride or the 
groom would be the first to die. If one of the 
tapers was blown out before it had burned out, 
that was a very bad omen indeed, for it pre- 
dicted the sudden death of the party whose 
taper suddenly extinguished itself. 


asso belief is not dead in America. One 
often finds weddings where two _ tapers 
are watched anxiously throughout the ceremony. 

One of the oddest of all such superstitions 
comes from Japan. In the Japanese calendar, 
every 6Ist year is designated a “hinoe-uma™ 
year; and it is widely believed in Japan that 
any girl born in a “hinoe-uma’”’ year will bring 
extremely bad luck upon her husband. The 
last ““hinoe-uma”™” year was 1905—and a tew 
years ago Japanese papers told of many suicides 
by girls who, born in that year, were learning 
that they must remain unmarried. 

Now that it is June again, many a young 
girl will name apple seeds, in secret, and watch 
anxiously to see which one stays on her ex- 
tended palm as she hits the others to the floor, 
for that one will be her bridegroom, so the 
ancients say. 

And if the charms never work, the ones who 
try them out will have forgotten it when an- 
other June rolls around, because love is always 
young and, according to some authorities, al- 
ways a bit silly. However, there is justification 
for that in the saying of sages of another day 
—English sages again—who declared: 

"To be of good quality, love must make 
one ill.”

AVING a. distinguished 

father has its advantages, 

but making good on the 
acreen requires plenty of | hard 
work, ambition, industry and ini- 
tiative. 

So declares Florence Rice, 
daughter of Grantland Rice, not- 
ed sports authority and commen- 
tator. 

In Miss Rice's recent picture, 
“Death Flies East,” she is featured 
as a fugitive from justice who 
finds love and happiness in mid- 
air. Conrad Nagel plays opposite 
her in this exciting Columbia 
melodrama. | 

“Thanks to my father,” says the 
piquant brunette Florence, “I have 
met ever so many important 
people. I was an only child and 
ao. whenever I was home from 
school, I spent my time with his 
and mother's friends. They were 
writers, actors, producers, and 
sports celebrities. When I wanted 
a career of my own, these contacts 
didn't hurt at all! 

“But even more important, I 
matured more rapidly than if I 
had spent my time playing with 
dolis or with other children. I was 
never a child prodigy, but I did 
learn a lot by listening to father 
and mother and their friends dis- 
cussing art and literature... When 
I grew up. I found that it was 
much more fun to sit by the 
family fireside and talk to the 
celebrities who came to call than 
to go out night after night to 
dance until dawn.” 

But Miss Rice owes her screen 
career to her own diligence and 
determination. She admits that 
her first stage contract came 
through her father, for when she 
decided she wanted to act, he 
personally presented her to im- 
presarios who might lend a help- 
ing hand. As Grantland’s daugh- 
ter, she was given an opportunity 
to display her ability, but after 
that, she was on her own. 

Florence was born in Cleveland. 
Ohio, on St. Valentine’s Day in 
1911. She was educated in private 
schools in New York city, matri- 
culating at the exclusive Dwight 
School in Englewood, New Jersey, 
when she was 12 years old. She 
remained there for 
appearing in school _ theatricals 
and arranging dance festivals.

Upon graduating from Dwight, 
Florence begged off making a 
debut in society, for she didn’t 
want to waste time being a Park 
avenue butterfly. Instead, she 
sold her parents on her theatri- 
cal ambitions and was permitted 
to attend the Sargent dramatic 
school in New York. 

Miss Rice played her first pro- 
fessional role in “June Moon” on 
Broadway in 1930, later appearing 
in “Once in a Lifetime.” In the 
latter play, she was cast as a 
temperamental motion picture 
star. About this time she was of- 
fered a screen contract, but she 
graciously declined, for she hon- 
estly felt she wasn't ready for a 
film debut. 

To increasee her experience, 
Florence joined a summer stock 
company in Easthampton, Long 
Island, playing leading roles. She 
did everything from melodrama to 
farce, finishing off with a Broad- 
way appearance as the _ dean’s 
daughter in “She Loves Me 
Not.” 

In June, 1934, after a vear'’s re- 
cess in which she was married and 
divorced, Florence signed a long- 
term contract with Columbia Stu- 
dios. No sooner had she arrived 
in Hollywood than she was givena 
featured role in‘“The Captain Hates 
the Sea.” But an inopportune ill- 
ness forced her to withdraw from 
the cast. She retired to the hos- 
pital for several weeks and Helen 
Vinson was signed in her place. 


The mo- 
ment the doctor pronounced her 
fit, Florence dashed into the Co- 
lumbia casting office and asked 
for a new assignment. She was 
given the title role in “Fugitive 
Lady,” which was soon followed 
by the feminine lead in “The 
Best Man Wips.” with Jack Holt 
and Edmund Lowe. Upon its com- 
pletion, she was loaned to Fox 
for a part in “East River.” Then 
she returned to Columbia to make 
“Death Flies East.” 

Unlike most girls of her own 
age, Florence is not particularly 
clothes conscious, She always pre- 
sents a smart appearance when 
dressed, but she is happiest in an 
old sweater and a pair of dilapi- 
dated old slacks.

HEN JUSTICE TRIUMPHED

OUIS GOSDEN, sadistic 
voung plumber’s assistant 

4 of Oakland, Cal., launched 
his career of love and murder in 
1921, when, at the age of 17, he 
married Tillie Gularte. also 17. 
She was the first of three wives, 
and 14 years were to pass before 
Justice belatedly stepped in and 
halted Gosden’s dabblings. 

Son of Mr. and Mrs. Andre Gos- 
den, of Sunnyvale, Cal., the bud- 
ding plumber married Miss Gul- 
arte on August 25, 1921, and the 
ly de quickly regretted his youth- 
ful enthusiasm. She_ discovered 
that Louis apparently delighted in 
cruelty, and she became exceed- 
ingly afraid of him. Her fright 
was by no means tempered by his 
frequent attempts to sell her on 
the idea of life insurance. With- 
in a few months she fled him in 
terror and never went back to 
him. 

In 1924, while Louis was work- 
ing for Charles Brynilson, a 
plumber of Sunnyvale, his em- 
ployer died. and the cause of 
death was recorded as tuberculo- 
sis. After the travedy the good- 
looking apprentice paid ardent 
court to the pretty widow, Mrs. 
Rose Brynilson, but the courtship 
ended in a quarrel over the dis- 
appearence of a necklace from the 
woman's home. 

Gosden’s marriage to Tillie Gul- 
arte was annulled in 1925 and she 
remarried. 3 

Meanwhile the young man gave 
considerable evidence that he him- 
self had been completely sold on 
the idea of insurance—all kinds 
of insurance. From time to time 
he collected sums—a few hundreds 
here another few hundreds there 
for accidents of various kinds. 


Once he collected on a wrecked 
car, another time on a_ burned 
car, another time for a nail wound 
in his foot, and again after he 
was shot in the thigh: He said he 
had been shot by holdup men but 
witnesses told of a kimono-clad 
woman fleeing his car after the 
shooting. 

Gosden married again in Octo- 
ber. 1927, when he was 23. The 
bride was Vivian Taylor, 17-year- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Taylor, of Mountain View, Cal. It 
was a runaway marriage. The 
girl’s parents did not like Gosden 
before the event, and liked him 
less afterward. In fact, they de- 
spised him. 

The newlyweds went to live in 
a house in Sunnyvale, owned by 
Mrs. Caroline Trubschenk, who 
occupied the second floor. 


Takes Out $5,000 
Insurance Policy. 


Gosden did not attempt to con- 
vince Vivian that life insurance 
was a very fine thing. Instead he 
took out a $5,000 policy without 
her knowledge. There was no 
physical examination by the com- 
pany doctor; Gosden understood 
that such an examination would 
net be necessary in this instance. 
After all, it was obvious that the 
Slim Vivian was in excellent 
health. 

On the evening of January 17, 
1928, Mrs. Trubschenk saw _ the 
birde several times. She seemed 
in good spirits. She played for 
quite a while with the Trub- 
schenk’s dog. Bedtime came and 
the landlady retired for the night, 
but some while later she was 
awakened by screams. Mrs. Trub-

schenk hastened, downstairs to the 
Gosden apartment. The girl had 
been seized with convulsions. Gos- 
den was standing by the bed. 

Mrs. Trubschenk shook Vivian, 
crying, “What’s happened’? Whats 
happened ?”’ 

At first the writhing girl either 
did not hear or did not answer. 
Finally, as the landlady continued 
to shake her. Mrs. Gosden gasped, 
“He gave me some green pills.” 

Mrs. Trubschenk called Dr. T. 
Watson, then rushed back to the 
bedside. “What did you give her 
the pills for?” she asked Gosden. 

“She was afraid she was going 
to have a baby,” he replied. 

Dr. Watson arrieved. He de- 
manded to know why he had not 
been called sooner. 

“She wouldn't let me leave her,’ 


said Gosden. 


“Why didn’t you shout for 
help?” 

“T don't know. I was rattled. I 
thought she’d pull out of it all 
right. You see, I figured it was 
something she ate, and that it 
was just an attack of indiges- 
tion.” 

Twenty minutes later 


Taylor Gosden died.

The bereaved husand hurriedd to 
the Tavlor home and_ tearfully 
broke the news. Such was their 
horror of him, however, that they 
refused to return in his car with 
him to Sunnyvale. 

The first thing Gosden did the 
next morning, after he got.up, was 
to call the insuranee company and 
inform them that his wife had 
died. 

Dr. Watson (‘he testified later) 
was suspicious and refused to sign 
a death certificate. He suggested 
that Coroner Williams order a 
pathological analysis of the dead 
girl's stomach. Williams turned 
the case over to Dr. Proescher, 
pathologist of Santa Clara county. 

Dr. Proescher, too, was suspi- 
cious ‘he testified later) and ask- 
ed Williams for permission to 
make a thorough examination for 
poison. “But the coroner told me 
it would be too costly, and would 
take several days, so I simply 
performed an autopsy,” said Dr. 
Proescher. 

But Coroner Williams insisted 
that Proescher had testified at the 
inquest that Vivian had died of 
“double lobar pneumonia.” Wil- 
liams could not remember any re- 
quest for a chemical analysis at 
the time of the young woman's 
death. Incidentally, when Proesch- 
er performed the autopsy he knew 
nothing about the attack of con- 
vulsions shortly before Mrs. Gos- 
den died. 

All in all, the medical profession 
did not precisely cover itself with 
glory in this matter. 

Gosden flew into a great rage 
when he learned that he could not 
collect the $5,000 insurance. ‘The 
compny told him that the policy 
had never been filed because there 
had never been a physical exam- 
ination. Gosden insisted that he 
had been gyped, stormed about 
the insurance office, and finally 


, 


went to see a lawyer about it. But 
he never collected. 

However, his faith in insurance 
was only slightly shaken by this 
experience. 

He married for the third time 
on October 7, 1930. The bride was 
18-year-old Laura Silva, pretty 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Silva, of Oakland. Laura, a popu- 
lar vivacious girl, had brown eyes, 
curly brown hair, and a pertect 
set of teeth which she liked to 
exhibit. As with the Taylors, her 
family disliked Gosden, and they 
had basis for their dislike, for 
he cruelly mistrated his bride. 
Within a few months she was 
disillusioned and depressed. 

Six months after her marriage 
she wrote in her diary: 

“It. is six months today that we 
have been married. It seems like 
six years. He came home today 
and called me a —————. Id leave 
him if it wasn‘t that I am going 
to have a baby but we only got 
three months more and that will 
be over. Thank God!” 

And later: 

“How sad and blue I've been all 
day. I’ve just had the hardest 
time to keep back the tears. At 
times they overflow. I couldn't 
help it as I feel as if there is 
something in my heart that wants 
to get out—something that is suf- 
focating—something that makes 
me gasp for breath and makes me 
want to scream. I wish I could 
break loose and run, run away 
from it all. I wonder how long it 
can last. What a mistake I made 
marrying him! God forgive, but I 
can't help my feeling. Help me 
God! Please!” 

The baby, a daughter whom 
they named Joyce, was born in 
July. While Laura was in the hos- 
pital with the baby, Gosden tried 
to assault his wife’s beautiful sis- 
ter, Mrs. Evelyn Valadon. 

Laura Gosden often thought of 
leaving her husband but, despite 
his brutal treatment of her and 
the child, she stuck to him. In 
time one gets used to almost any- 
thing, or rather resigned. Gos- 
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den knocked the fight out of. her, 
and so she continued to live with 
him, in terror, sometimes, of. her 
life, for at times he behaved al- 
most like a manaic. Her family, 
particularly her sister Evelyn, all 
wished that she would leave him, 

Three years passed, and then 
Gosden became interested in Mrs. 
Lydia Sanborn, 18, estranged wife 
of an unemployed baker. Mrs. 
Sanborn lived in the same neigh- 
borhood in Oakland. 

Gosden, unknown to his wife, 
took out a $1,000 policy on her 
life. 

On September 27, 1934, a man 
visited the drug store of Ross Lo- 
gan in Oakland and purchased a 
quantity of strychnine, which is 
of course a very deadly poison. In 
accordance with the law, he sign- 
ed his name on the register at 
the store. The name was L. N. 
Larson. He told the druggist he 
wanted the stuff for rats. 

On the evening of November. 21, 
1934, neighbors heard a woman 
screaming in the house on 96th 
avenue, at which the Gosdens liv- 
ed. Gosden paced about in front of 
the house for almost an hour be- 
fore he went for a doctor. 

When Dr. Milton Ream,. of San 
Leandro, arrived he asked at. once 
why Gosden had not summoned 
him sooner. The husband explain- 
ed that Laura would not let him. 
leave her. He said she had eaten 
fish and milk for supper and ap- 
parently the food had disagreed 
with her. 


He Makes a Memo 
Of Wife’s Death. 


Mrs. Gosden had two convul- 
sions while the doctor was there. 
The second one proved fatal. She 
died about 20 minutes after Dr. 
Ream arrived. Cause of death— 
pneumonia. , 

Louis Gosden wrote down in a 
memorandum book he carried: 

“Took care of Babe.”

LD ladies smile when they 
pass Lila Vernon on the 
_street. She arouses the ma- 


ternal instinct in them. Little ba- 


bies gurgles and stretch out their 
hands toward her. She reminds 
them of their mothers. Schoolgir!s 
stane at her with worshiping 
eyes. To them she is a big sister, 
beautiful, fine and brave.. 

Lila Vernon is all these things 
to all these people—daughter, 
mother, big sister. She is the 
Woman of Many Sides. Which is 
the true side? Who is Lila Ver- 
non? 

I decided to find out. 

At the gate of the Offloff- 
Standard studio I was met by a 
cool, grave girl with blue eyes and 
a goitre. She introduced herself. 
She was Lila Vernon's § secre- 


tary. 

“Come this way,” 
is waiting for you.’ 

“Oh, is she?” I said with a little 
scream of excitement. My heart 
beat faster. 

We walked through the studio 
grounds, tripping over Reginald 
Denny. ducking to avoid Jean 
Harlow, paying no attention to 
Sylvia Sidney, Charles Bickford, 
Karloff, Lubitsch, and Janet Gay- 
nor. These people, idolized by mil- 
lions, meant nothing to me just 
now. 

“Which will it be?” I whispered 
to myself. “Will it be Lila the 
siren. Lila the home girl, or Lila 
the woman of mystery? Which? If 
any?” 

I was aroused from my day- 
dreaming by a kick in the shins. 

“Here we are,” said the secre- 


tary. 

We stood on the edge of a love- 
ly private swimming pool, filled to 
the brim with crystal clear water. 
The tiles of the pool were mother- 
of-pearl. At one end was a spring- 
poard of inlaid mahogany. At the 
other end a string quartet was 
playing “Frankie and Johnny.” 

“That's Lila’s favorite non- 
sacred song,” explained the secre- 
tary. “She loves to have it played 
when she swims.” 

When she swims, I understood 
that. But she wasn’t swimming 
now. There was no one in the pool 
except three men and two air- 


dales. Where was Lila? 

A trill of girlish laughter sound- 
ed not far away. From a door in 
the studio bounded a tall, free, 
gazelle-like figure, clad in a bath- 
ing suit of gold lame, a white 
dressing gown with a gold mono- 
gram, gold sandals, and a rubber 
cap which hid the famous nico- 
tine-blonde curls. If it hadn’t been 
for her smile and those unmistak- 
able eves—are they blue, gréen, 
red, or yellow’—I might not have 
recognized Lila Vernon. 

“Hello,” she said. jumping into 
the pool. 

“Hahzit,” 
pondent. 

This was the most dangerous 
woman in Hollywood! This was 
the somber, sophisticated siren of 
six continents! This was Lila Ver- 
non (born Bridget Flaherty in 
Erie, Pa.)! 

I rubbed my eyes. Why, she was 
just a merry, unspoiled kid!

“That's the household staff,” 
explained the young lady. “Lila is 
a true democrat.

The two dogs 
are Fishbein and Undelmavyer, 
named for the two friends—two 
saints, really—who started her to 
fame.” 

I uttered a low bray of excite- 
ment. Then I produced pad and 
pencil. Lila, noticing the gesture 
from the pool, smiled her frank, 
open smile at me. 

I saw I had no secrets from this 
woman. 

“You want 


she said. “Lila 


gurgled your corres- 


to interview me, 
don't you?” she said. “You think 
the public wants to hear more 
about poor little me. Do you mind 
if I go on with my regular morn- 
ing routine? You can just ask 
me questions while I work. Mce- 
Gillicuddy, bring me the fan 
mail.” 

The secretary went away and 
I moistened the point of my pen- 
cil. 

“What of marriage?” I asked 
Lila Vernon, with a faint squeal 
of interest. 

“Marriage?” her laugh was like 
water rippling over a bed of peb- 
bles. “I have no time to thing of 
marriage now. You musn’'t believe 
all the things you hear. Hugh,” 
—she waved her hand toward her 
husband—“is all I need. He makes 
me happy. I shan’t marry again 
for ages. Besides,” she added coy- 
ly, “no one has asked me.” 

We laughed together at this. 

“You must want to know what 
sort of life I live.” Lila went on, 
changing her smile for an expres- 
sion of betwitching earnestness. 
“My life is my own—but it is 
also my public’s. Whatever they 
ask about me. I tell.” 

So she told. And I listened, 
spelibound, to this warm, fragrant, 
homely, simple record of one 
woman's life. 

When not working. she is up 
with the lark, A family gathering, 
a plunge in the pool, her fan 
mail, and then off to the bowling 
alleys—for Lila Vernon has been 
an ardent ‘bowler even since the 
days when. as a tot, she used to 
set up pins in Hanion's Barbecue 
& Sports Palace in Erie. 

She has other hobbies. She 
sews, stuffs owls, collects pewter, 
and paints minatures on pinheads. 
After dinner, which is likely to 
feature simple food like 
roast, baked beans, or truffle, she 


sits down to a rubber of bridge 
or a friendly wrestling match with 
her chef. 

The chef's day off is a grand 
day for Lila. On that day her hus- 
band goes into the kitchen and 
cooks fried chicken and hot bis- 
cuits: Lila swears that no one can 
match him for those dishes. 

“And then my children,” she 
told me. “My children come first 
of all. They mean everything to 
me. Early in the evening, before 
they go to bed, I have a romp 
with Susan and little what’s-his- 
name. What is the child’s name, 
Hugh?” 

“Leonard,” said her husband. 


Lila Vernon’s eyes grew big with 


affection. 

“Yes, little Leonard,’ she said, 
I watched, fascinated, as mother 
love @ame rolling out of every 
pore in that beautiful face. “Little 
Leonard, who must be three years 
old now, or six, or something.” 

There was silence in the studio 
garden as we thought of the little 
tyke, growing up like other chil- 
dren in the mad, bright town of 
Hollywood. 

This I thought, is the real Lila 
Vernon. Mother—wife—artist. 

The secretary came back fol- 
lowed by a small motortruck full 
of mail. Lila Vernon climbed out 
of the pool to watch the men un- 
load. 

“My fans,” she told me, her 
eyes shining with gratitude, 
“spend $2,000 a month for stamps 
to send me letters. I don’t know 
what I’ve done to deserve such 
friendship and devotion. I do all 
I can to repay it. I read every 
letter. Every letter gets an answer. 
I must keep faith with them all. 
Read a few, McGillicuddy. Not too 
many, I have a headache.”’ 

The secretary’s eyes shone with 
loyalty as she ripped open the 
envelopes. She read a letter 

“You have been hurt enough, 
Miss Vernon. You have a greater 
sensitivity and a deeper versatility 
than any actress on the screen. 
We all love you in Kalamazoo.’ ’ 

Lila Vernon bent her head 
Slightly and brushed away a tear. 
The secretary read another et- 
ter. 

“*The troupers and the woman 
in you will always shine through, 
Lila Vernon. Please, please, give 
uS more pictures like “Midnight 
Bells” and “Under the Cheese- 
cloth.” We can’t get enough of 
them.’ ” 

Miss Vernon choked down a sob 
or two, possibly three. 

“Read on,” she said. “This is the 
most beautiful hour in my day.” 

“*To what purpose,’” read the 
secretary, “‘does this meaning- 
less figure appear on the horizon 
of movieland? Lila Vernon’s looks 
and mentality are sufficient proof 
of the idiotic trend in Hollywood. 
Confronted with her saccharine 
and feeble attempts to act, tke 
public—’ ” 

“That's enough,” said Lila Ver- 
non. “Throw it away. Burn it 
first, and then throw it away.” 

I looked with admiration at 
this woman. In her countenance 
there was sorrow and reproach, 
but no anger. he stood a moment, 
lost in thought. Then she spoke. 
Her voice was silvery. Her fore- 
head was clear. 

“My first duty is to my public,” 
she said. “Desperately shy by na- 
ture, I fight my shyness for the 
sake of the people who love me.

That was the true Lila Ver- 
non. 

As I left the studio a shoe whiz- 
zed past my ear from behind. Lila 
had thrown it. It was her play- 
fulness, the playfulness of the 
woman and artist who is still a 
girl. I picked up the shoe and 
threw it back, narrowly missing 
the loveliest jay in Hollywood.

secretary of the funeral parlor, 
from which Laura was buried, to 
fill out a claim blank for a $1,000 
policy on his wife’s life. Gosden 
was a bit concerned about the 
policy because, as in the case of 
his second wife, he had taken out 
the policy without a physical ex- 
amination. He was again doomed 
to disappointment for the com- 
pany refused to pay. 

“You can’t do this to me!” raved 
the plumber. “I'll sue you!” 

Within a few days of the funeral 
Lydia Sanborn moved in to Gos- 
den’s home and became his house- 
keeper. Early in December the 
housekeeper informed Gosden that 
she had become pregnant, and 
they decided that they did not 
want the child. The outcome of 
this was that Henry P. Spreckels, 
an Oakland mechanic, was ar- 
rested on a charge of performing 
and illegal operation on Decem- 
ber 19, and Gosden and the young 
woman were also arrested. 

Gosden pleaded guilty .to the 
charge of contributing to the de- 
linguency of a minor, and asked 
for probation. He and Lydia were 
released on bail pending the de- 
cision of his plea, but when the 
authorities discovered that the two 
had immediately resumed living 
together they were rearrested. 

Meanwhile Evelyn Valadon and 
other members of Laura Gosden’'s 
family had been following up their 
suspicion. They learned about 
the $1,000 insurance policy, the 
circumstances surrounding Laura’s 
death, and about the woman who 
had moved into Gosden’s house so 
soon after the tragedy. The 
family placed the facts before the 
authorities and demanded that the 
body be exhumed and examined 
for poison. 

Deputy District Attorney War- 
ren Olney now questioned the 
Sanborn girl as to her knowledge 
of Gosden’s marriages and the 
deaths of his wives. She recaHed 
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the first wife. 
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that the third Mrs. Gosden had 
died of convulsions after she had 
eaten something. When Olney in- 
formed her that her dover was 
suspected of murder she stared 
wide-eyed, then buried her head 
in her hands. 


“I loved Louis and intended to 
marry him as soon as I got a 
divorce” she sobbed. “I loved him 
but at the same time there was 
something about him that always 
made me afraid, and my parents 
and brother warned me against 
associating with him.” 

Her brother, Joe .Camera, told 
the authorities that Gosden seem- 
ed to have a strange influence 
over Lydia. “He would beat her, 
and we would bring her to our 
home,” he said. “But when he 
came for her she always went 
back with him. He seemed to cast 
a spell over her.” 


Find Poison in Body 


Of Laura Gosden. 


On the facts supplied by Olney, 
Coroner Grant Miller ordered the 
body of Laura Gosden exhumed 
and examined for poison. That 
was late in February. After Coun- 
ty Physician Hamlin reported he 
had found traces of strychnine, 
and after Druggist Logan told of 
the sale of a bottle of strychnine, 
police searched Gosden’s home 
and found an empty poison bottle 
in the basement. 


4 District Attorney Earl Warren 


announced that he would ask for 
a murder indictment, and then 
tackled the prisoner in the hope 
of forcing a confession. 


Gosden persistently denied all 
the accusations but finally admit- 
ted that he had bought the strych- 
nine. “But it was for rats,” he ex- 
plained. 

Why had he used an assumed 
name? He could not explain that 
at the moment. Later he said that 
he did not give his right name 
because he didn’t want people to 
know he had bought the poison— 
just in case any pet dogs or cats 


ate the poison meat he strewed- 


around the place. 

Why had he thrown the empty 
bottle in the basement? So that 
his daughter would not take the 
stuff by mistake. 

Told that a murder charge was 
to be placed against him, he re- 
plied, “Go ahead and _ charge 
me.” 

Bit by bit the. picture was filled 
in—the deadly parallels in the 
two tragedies—the first wife’s 
story—the notation in the memo- 
randum book, “Took care of Babe” 
—the green pills—the distressing 
mixup among the medical officials 
after Vivian Gosden died. 

The accused man _ refused to 


. make any statement except, “I’m 


through talking to anyone until I 
get in court and then I'll prove my 
innocence.” When a doctor visited 
him on March 5, the prisoner 
would not speak to him. But the 
doctor finally examined and de- 
clared him sane. 

That same day, after three min- 
utes of deliberation, the Alameda 
county grahd jury indicted Gos- 
den for the murder of his third 
wife. He fought three deputies 
when they went to his cell but 
subsided when they assured him 
he need not testify before the jury 
if he did not wish to. He was ar- 
raigned a week later and the trial 

was set for April 8.

ANY people feel that if 
M they hold a very strong 
hand they are  under- 

bidding if they start with a one- 
bid. They cannot bid two in a 
suit, for this bid is forcing to 
game. So they are likely to open 
with “three spades” or “four 
spades’ with a hand something 
like 

Spakes AK@Q9754 

Hearts A 65 

Diamonds K 7 

Clubs 2 

This is dangerous; for in mak- 
ing a high bid on a hand of this 
type they are likely to shut their 
partners out of the bidding. No 
information can be exchanged 
and a slam is missed if partner 
has a few honor-tricks. 


The strong hand of the type 
shown above is a very good bid 
of one spade. Opening three- 
and four-bids should be reserved 
for hands which are weak in 
honor-tricks. Then, while part- 
ner may be shut out, it is unlike- 
ly that a Slam can be made; 
while the opponents will likewise 
be deterred in their bidding and 
may fail to try for a game or 
Slam which they can make, 


It is important to make pre- 
emptive bids (bids of three or 
higher) only with less than two 
and one-half honor-tricks. But 
every rule has its exceptions. 
The requirements for pre-emptive 
bids should be varied now and 


then, and a three or four-bid 
should be made on a hand with 
as many as four honor-tricks. 
This inconsistent bid is made 
just so that the opponents can 
never be sure, when you make a 
pre-emptive bid, that you have a 
weak hand. Do not make a pre- 
emptive bid with more than two- 
plus honor-tricks, however, un- 
less your partner has _ passed 
originally and you know a Slam 
to be a remote possibility. 
THE WAY IT WORKS. 

The following hand is an ex- 
ample of a successful “trap” pre- 
emptive bid.

Hart Schrader Jr., handwriting

State Shows How 


Second Wife Died. 


Although he was not being tried 
for the murder of his second wife, 
the state called many witnesses to 
prove that Vivian Gosden had died 
under exactly the same ‘circum- 
stances as the third wife. 

Gosden took the stand in his 
own defense on April 19. He un- 
derwent a long cross-examination 
in which he acted like a trapped 
animal at bay, snarling belliger- 
ent answers. 

Dr. Rober Cornish, the Berkeley 
scientist who received so much 
publicity for his eéxperiments in 


reviving dead dogs, challenged the 


efficietlcy of the state’s tests for 
poison, and another defense ex- 
pert asserted that the symptoms 
of strychnine poisoning and of an 
overdose of the pills the defense 
claimed both Vivian and Laura 
Gosden took to avoid childbirth 
might possibly be confused. 

Attorney Belli, in his address to 
the jury, insisted that Gosden had 
been too uneducated to use poison 
for a murder. “Who are the poison 
murderers?” asked Belli. “You find 
them subtle, cunning, secret—in 
their way, intelligent, as were the 
Borgias and the Macbeths. You 
never find them illiterate, unin- 
telligent artisans!”’ 

Assistant District Attorney 
Charles Wehr said to the jury, “If 
a@ man, by poison, takes the life 
of the mother of his child, there is 
no room for mercy and the law 
should take its course.” 

Judge Ogden on May 1 instruct- 
ed the jury to acquit Gosden or 
find him guilty of murder in the 
first degree. He said he could find 
no mitigating circumstances. The 
jury quickly returned a verdict of 
“guilty as charged,” without rec- 
ommendations for mercy. Gosden 
showed no signs of emotion but 
members of his family collapsed 
in screaming, hysterical outbursts. 

On May 10 the California Blue- 
beard was sentenced to be hang- 
ed. Thus justice triumphs—seven 
years too late.

South’s opening pre-emptive 
bid of three diamonds is not rec- 
ommended as a usual procedure 
in bidding. Sometimes such a bid 
will lead to the loss of a game. 
But in certain cases it pays to 
give the opponents something to 
think about. 

The player who held the West 
hand knew that South often 
made pre-emptive opening three- 
bids on very weak hands. He 
therefore felt himself safe in 
overcalling, reasoning that if 
North had less than enough to 
open the bidding, and South a 
hand weak in honor-tricks, that 
the strength must be very evenly 
divided among the four players 
and that East must consequently 


have some supporting cards. 
When South doubled the three- 
spade bid, the situation became 
clear to North. He opened the 
seven of diamonds, and West 
found himself unable to ruff dia- 
monds without being overruffed 
by North, unless he put up one of 
the high trumps. The contract 
was defeated three tricks, or 500 
points; whereas North and South, 
against correct defense, would 
have made only a part-score had 
they played the hand themselves,
